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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed In the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 35-47 and 49-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Hovda et al (US 6,264,650). Hovda discloses a device (figs. 7B, 8A, and 
8c) having a shaft (100), a control structure 28 operably connected to the shaft by 
means of 34, at least one injury effector 104, and at least one therapeutic-substance 
delivery effector 1 12 or the plurality of fluid lumens around the perimeter of shaft 100 at 
the distal end of the shaft. The Examiner is also referring to element (104) as the at 
least one marking effector and makes reference to the paragraph (0048) of the 
Applicant's specification, in which the Applicant discloses that the marking of the tissue 
may be a side result of the first treatment with the injury effector. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
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the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 35-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hovda et al (US 6,264,650) in view of Elsberry (5,846,220). Hovda discloses all of the 
limitations of the independent claims, but fails to teach making the marking effector 
separate from the injury effector. Elsberry discloses using a radiopaque marker (46) at 
the distal end of a catheter to ensure the proper placement of the catheter by creating a 
position marker on the MR! screen. This marker allows the physician to know where the 
catheter is inside the patienf s body and therefore what tissue is being treated. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
Hovda with a radiopaque marker, as described in Elsberry, to create a catheter that 
could be accurately delivered to correct destination in the body. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/7/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to the Applicant's argument that Hovda does not disclose a 
marking effector at the distal end of the shaft to create a position marker, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. The limitation of "to create a position marker to indicate treated 
tissue" is regarded as functional language of which the reference only has to be capable 
of performing. It is the Examiner's position that the electrodes are more than capable of 
creating a mark in tissue to indicate that the tissue has been treated. 

In response to the Applicant's argument that a radiopaque marker or MR! marker 
would not create a position marker, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The markers 
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would create a mark on the MRI screen of where the catheter is located and treating 
tissue, which can be interpreted as creating a position marker to indicate treated tissue.
